When tile Ci\il War liroke out, he 
the I'liion army ami w.is niaile 
a siir;;eon with the rank of (.iptain. 
He served throiiuhoiit hostilities and 
after [leaci' was established, leliirned 
lo .VIonticello and for many years 
practiced his profession. He mar- 
ried Miss Helen Saufley. youngest 
sister of the late Judge M. C. SauHey 
and to them were bom five children, 
only one of whom survives to mourn 
the loss of as kind and indulgent a 
father as lived. (Charles E. Cox. now 
a successful Inisine^s man of Jones- 
iioro, I'enn. 

Tlie tiilteiness of the Civil war 
was. iH-rhajis, more p onouneed in 
Wayne and adjoining counties than 
anywhere else in Kentucky, iliie to 
the fact that tho-e who espoun-d the 
cause of the South were vastly in the 
minority. Dr. Cox's brothers-in-law, 
Jan. M. Saufley, who was killed in 
1862. and Judge Saufley, were both 
Confederate soldiers, and v ere fre- 
riuently engaged in bitter fights 
against the regiment to which Dr. Cox
